SEASONABLE DISHES 


During the hot weather the appetite

Stuffed 
Cucumbers. — Take three 


good-sized cucumbers, one-half cupful 
of bread crumbs, the same of chopped 
nuts, one egg, one tablespoonful of 
chopped onion, one teaspoonful of salt 
and a few dashes of cayenne. Peel 
the cucumbers, cut in halves and scoop 
out the seeds. Mix the stuffing and 
fill the halves, putting two together 
and tie with a string. Brown in a hot 
pan with two tablespoonfuls of olive 
oil. Turn them carefully until well 
browned, then add a little water and 
bake until tender, basting two or three 
times. If the water in the pan evap- 
eratee, add more. Dish on a hot plat- 
ter, remove the strings and serve with 
a brown sauce. 


Georgia's Pickled Peaches. — With 


peach time upon us some housewives 
may want to try this recipe: Peel firm, 
ripe clingstoae peaches and pack them 
into a large stone jar, cover with any 
good sirup. Cover with a plate and 
tie over all a cloth and set away in a 
cool place. The fruit and sirup will 
make a delicious pickle in two months 
and grow more delicious as one nears 
the bottom. 


Another method • which has 
been 


tried in a cold climate is to fill jars 
with the peeled fruit, then fill every 
crevice with granulated sugar, seal [ 
and bury In a hole in the ground, cover 
with hay and earth, leaving the jars 
three feet under the soil. 
In the 


spring, if you haven't 'ost your loca- 
tion, you will find a most delicious 
peach preserve, which tastes like fresh 
peaches 


Small berries like black, blue and 


raspberries may all be satisfactorily 
dried by placing them on trays well 
covered from flies IB the sun. The 
fruit should be dry enough to leave no 
stain - when pinched 
between 
the 


fingers. Pack away from insects and 
dampness, in a cool place.

White House is no place for a judge.

Manila, Taft had won the confidence 
of his oriental subjects, and rather 
than desert his post, before his task 
was finished, he sacrificed the dearest 
ambition of his life. In a year and 
a half Roosevelt had him in his cab- 
inet as secretary of war—and soon 
had him in his eye for the presidency. 


Roosevelt had the weakness of his 


strength. He thought he was strong 
enough to make a president. 
But 


real presidents are born, not made. 


The moment Roosevelt was gone,

Bight months after Taft's Inaugura- 
tion, the election of 1909 sounded a 
clecr warning of the disaster that 
overwhelmed the party in the congres- 
sional election of 1910, and which all 
but destroyed it in the presidential 
election of 1912.

of Taft, a curious stranger asked a 
gatekeeper at the Union station in

dent in the few spare hours that he 
had between trains. 
"Right where 


you are," was the reply.

wa 75 either taking a train or getting 
off of one." 


Taft was the first president to draw 


the present- salary of $75,000. Con- 
gress had also adopted, two years be- 
fore be came in, the custom of allow- 
ing $25,000 yearly for the traveling 
expanses of the president, and he be- 
came the great presidential traveler, 
making a record of 150,000 miles in 
four year?, as he went about the! 
country appealing for a reversal of 
the verdict t-^ainst his administration, 
in vain he s'rove to turn back the tide, 
tvhich only sported with him.

7). 


Though this godly couple were well 
mated' and they possessed the joy of 
the Lord in their souls, there was a 
real lack in that home. 


II. The Birth of John Promised (vv. 


8-17). 
1. By Whom (v. 11; cf. v. 19). The 


angel Gabriel 
appeared and made 


known the good news to Zacharias. 
This exalted being, the special mes- 
senger of Go'd, was sent to make this 
disclosure. 


2. When (vv. 8-14). While officiat- 


ing as priest this good news came to 
him. Zacharias must have been defi- 
nitely praying about this very matter 
(v. 13). 
As he burned Incense, which 


typified prayer, the multitude without 
were praying. 


3. Characteristics of the Child (w. 


15-17). (1) Shall be great in the sight 
of the Lord (v. 15). 
Though the | 


people did not greatly esteem him he 
( 


was highly esteemed by the Lord. This j 
is infinitely better than if he had been , 
greatly" esteemed In the eyes-of men^ 
"or in his own eyes. This is the esteem 
for which we all should long and pray.( 
(2) 
Shall 
drink neither wine nor 


strong drink (v. 15). 
The child shall 


become a Nazarite, separating him- 
self from the sensuous things and ded- 
icating himself to the service of the 
Lord. (3) Be filled with the Holy 
Ghost (v. 15). 
The energy of the di- 


vine Spirit would enable him to lead 
the people to repentance (v. 16). 
(4) Shall go in the spirit and power 
of Elijah (v. 17). 
In this power he 
_ 


was to prepare the people for the j 
coming of the Savior and the salva- J 
tion which He was to bring. 


III. Zacharias Asking for 
a Sign 


(vv. 18-23). 


Although the aged priest was ear- 


nestly praying for the salvation of 
Israel the gracious promise of the 
angel, which was the beginning of that 
salvation, staggered his faith. He was 
unable to believe that that for which 
he fondly hoped and prayed would be 
realized. The angel gave Zacharias a 
sign. He was smitten with dumbness 
•which was to continue until the ful- 
fillment of the promise. Because he 
refused to praise God in faith for this 
gracious 
promise 
God caused 
his 


tongue to be silent until the promise 
was fulfilled and his lips could open 
in thanksgiving and praise. 
Though 


he was thus rebuked, at the same time 
his faith was strengthened by the 
manifestation 
of 
the 
supernatural. 


God wants us to trust Him, to believe 
his promises, no matter how contrary i 
to reason they may seem. 
j 


IV. The Promise Fulfilled (vv. 57- 


63). 


When the time came for the birth 


of John, Elizabeth brought forth a son 
and the neighbors rejoiced with her. 
On the eighth day they circurncized 
the child and gave him a name accord- 
ins to the instruction of the angel 
(v. 13). The name John was contrary 
to the fnmily custom. 
By means of 


writing Zacharias made known the 
name which he would have by divine 
instruction. At this time God opened 
the mouth of Zacharias and he offered 
up praise.

combinations containing 
meat 


scrap, milk and its products, tankage, 
or fish scrap is one of the most valu- 
able additions to our knowledge of 
poultry management contributed by 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture and various experiment sta- 
tions. 


Practically all experimental 
tests 


have shown that these feeds will 
greatly stimulate egg production, espe- 
cially during the fall 
and -winter 


months. The fact that many farmers 
get no eggs at all during this period 
may usually be attributed to a lack of 
essential animal feed. 
The addition 


of from 10 to 25 per cent of one of 
those named would in most cases make 
a remarkable difference. 
Which one 


of these feeds should be used depends 
upon local conditions and prices. They 
are of about equal value when the 
protein content is taken into consid- 
eration. 
The fish ' meal and tankage 


have given just as good results us meat 
scrap. Milk is just as good when avail- 
able at a low cost, and fresh butter- 
milk and skim milk produce good re- 
sults. In some sections condensed but- 
termilk and semi-solid buttermilk have 
been fed with success.

at Beltsville, Md., 30 hens on a ration 
without meat scrap or any animal feed 
averaged 74 eggs each. Another flock 
of 30 hens of the same breed during 
the same period laid an average of 113 
eggs each, the difference of 39 eggs be- 
ing attributed to the ration which con- 
tained meat scrap. Both flocks were 
out on range whenever the weather 
was favorable, which made the dif- 
ference less than it would have been 
had the birds been kept in pens. In 
a test made by Purdue university agri- 
cultural 
experiment 
station 
animal 


feeds were shown to have a decided 
value in the ration of laying hens and 
pullets. 
The pullets led skim milk 


averaged 140.2 eggs in a year; those 
fed meat scrap, 135.0 eggs, and those 
in the check pen that received no an- 
imal feed of any kind laid an average 
of onlv 61.2 eggs.
